Poor Ric HMOND. re: history of 
Richmond since the close of the war is 
epitomized in a letter to the New Orleans 
Crescent, as follows: 

Memorable days return, March winds 
are rushing through ruined avenues and 
over great heaps and hollows of debris 
that a year ago,.not even despair dared 
picture, even ina dream. But many of 
the black and tottering walls which we 
looked upon so long and sadly last sum- 
mer have disappeared, and elegant, ex- 
pensive, and sometimes magnificent struc- 
tures now relieve the waste of ruins. 
For many months after its occupation, 
Richmond was a golden city in the pros- 
pective visions of Northern capitalists, 
and they were quick to ald the property- 
holders in the work of restoration. Tes- 
adventurers sounded the ir limited 

wealth upon the immediate speculations 
the locality and its nece ssities invited. 
The latter reaped a harvest for a time; 
the former have us yet reaped nothing. 
Times has changed since the day of Rich- 
mond’s doom, and it would seem that 
there is still another doomsday impend- 
ing for it. “Harmony” is persistently 
repelled, confidence absent from the 
halls of the State, ina hurry 
to be amiable, has made some laws for 
the benefitof Baltimore, and none for the 
benefit of her own metropolis, the crops 
of last year are exhausted, the prospects 
for the present are bad, the producers 
have no money, the consumers but little, 
and so the “late Confederate capitol,” in- 
volved in the miseries and disabilities of 
the State at large, is compassed about by 
an army of misfortunes, clad in a deeper 
cerulean and with direr purpose to de- 
stroy, than that which threatened it un- 
der Grant. Some of the splendid new 
buildings, on which the most extravagant 
visions have been lavished, loom up 
igainst the neighboring vacancy like al- 
tars whose devotees are dead. They

THE CHOLERA.* 

BY DR. HAMLIN, CONSTANTINOPLE, 

The cholera which has just left us af- 
ter committing fearful ravages, is making

Having been providentially compelled 
to have a good degree of practical uac- 
quaintance with it, and to see it in all its 
forms and stagés during each of its inva- 
sions of Constantinople, L wish to make 
my friends in Maine some 
which may relieve anxiety, or be of prac- 
tical use. 

Ist. On the approach of the cholera, 
every family should be prepared to treat 
it without waiting for a physician, It 
does its work soexpeditiously, that while 
you are waiting -for the doctor it is done. 

2d. If you prepare for it, it will not 
come, I think there is no disease which 
may be‘ avoided with so much certainty 
as the cholera, Lut providential cireum- 
stances, or the thoughtless indiscretions 
of some member of a household may in- 
vite the attuck, and the challenge will 
never be refused.

I have repeated- 
ly worked upon such for hours 
with no permanent result. But the blue 
color, the cold extremities, the deeply 
sunken eye, the vanishing pulse, are no 
signs that the case is hopeless. Scores 
of such cases in the recent epidemic have 
recovered. In addition to the second 
mixture, brandy (a table spoonful every 
half hour), bottles of hot water surround- 
ing the patient, especially the extremi- 
ties, sinapisms and friction will often in 
an hour or two work wonders. 

Thirst. In these and in all advanced 
cases thirst creates intense sullering. 
The sufferer craves water, and as sure 
he gratilies the craving the worst symp- 
toms return, and he falls a victim to the 
transient gratification. The only safe 
way is to have a faithful friend or attend- 
ant, who will not heed his entreaties. 
The suffering may be, however, safely 
alleviated and rendered endurable. Fre- 
quent gurgling the throat and washing 
out the mouth will bring some relief. A

It provides that towns shall 
pay monthly the sum of six dollars, from 
and after the first of last January, to any 
person having a residence in said town, 


who has served in the army or navy of | 


the United States, as an officer or as an 


enlisted or drafted man, to the credit of | 


the State of Massachusetts between the 
19th day of April, 1861, and September 
Ist, 1865, who is wholly or partially dis- 
abled by reason of wounds received in 
said service, or by sickness or disability 


contracted therein; or who served as | 


aforesaid to the credit of any oiber State, 
and is disabled as aforesaid, provided, 
that said person has an honorable dis- 


charge from said service by reason of | 


wounds, or disability, or expiration of his 
term of service, and does not receive aid 
from any other State or from any other 
town under the provisions of this act. 
The Act also provides for the payment 
| for a period not exceeding three years 
from the first day of last January, to the 
widow, children, father or mother, being 


in necessitous circumstances, or any pers | 


son upon whom they were dependent, 


who served in the Army and Navy of) 


the United States during the war, and

INTERESTING AND IMPORTANT EX- 
PERIMENT.—An experiment of a highly 
interesting and important nature was 
made from on board the United States 
revenue steamer Pawtuxet in the harbor 
yesterday forenoon. It consisted in a 
trial of a new invention, by Messrs. 
Brown & Level, for the instantaneous 
detachment of boats from ships’ sides. 
Quite a large party accompanied the in- 
ventors on board the cutter. Among 
other well-known merchants and citizens 
were Judge Russell, R. B. Forbes, Esq.. 
and Mr. Livermore, President of 
Massachusetts Humane Society. 
The Pawtuxet, Captain Fengar com- 


manding, left the head of Central wharf 


} at a few minutes past eleven o'clock, and 
steamed out a short distance below Fort 
Independence, where the first trial was 
made, the boat being detached from the 
davits while the cutter was nearly sta- 
tionary. The boat’s bottom was nearly 
four feet from the water, at this trial. 
| ‘Lhe steamer was then put under a head- 
|} way of about ten knots and the boat 
again disengaged, this time at an eleva- 
| tion of about eighteen inches from the 
water, The impetus given by the mo- 
mentum of the cutter sent the boat 


fully sheered off from the vessel's: side. 
The next trial was at astightly bigher el- 
evation, which was gradually increased 


jat the following ones, the boat at one 
time being dropped trom a height of four 
feet, each time striking the water square- 


ly and gliding off easily, wMhout at all 
disturbing the equilibrium of the crew, 
| consisting of four men, with Lieut. Col- 
lins of the Pawtuxet at the helm, and 
Mr. Samuel Brown, one of the origina- 
tors of theinvention. The party witness- 
jing the experiments testified their appro- 
bation and satisfaction by a bearty de- 
ménstration of applause. 

The mechanisin of this valuable inven- 
tion is remarkable for its extreme sim- 
plicity, rendering it very durable and not 
liable to get out of working order. tt 
consists of two semi-cireular . hooks, 
which, when adjusted together as they 
are when ready for use, form a ring mito 
which a hook, depending from the davits, 
is fastened, 
means of a lever acting by a slide upon 
an inclined plane formed by the base of 
the hooks. By raising the end of the 
lever, the slide is pressed down on the 


inclined plane at the base of the.hooks, |

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GOLD IN NEW HAMpsuirEe.—It ap- 


pears that the Granite State is about to 
add gold mining to its list of geological 
resources. The Concord Statesman says: 

Specimens of quartz thrown out by a 
blast in the town of Lisbon, and picked 
up without selection, were taken to Prof. 
Hayes, the State assayer of Massachu- 
setts, for analysis. His report indicates 
a richer mine in New Hampshire than 
an*thing known to California. He pro- 
nounced the quartz to be worth $867 a 
ton forits gold, and $159 for its silver. 
This wasin January. Another test just 
made, of fragments blasted lower down, 
contirms the above value of the white 
quartz (in which the gold can be plainly 
seen in bits the size of a mustard seed to 
that of half a pea), and makes certain 
specimens of gray quartz,in which no 
gold is visible, worth much more; 
high, according to one batch of samples, 
as $1500 a ton. He declares it to be the 
quartz he ever assayed, not ex- 
cepting the best from California or Ne- 
vada,

STONES IN THE HEART.—There are | 
but few instances on record of stones hav- 
ing been found in the heart. One of} 
them rests on the authority of Joseph 
Lanzoni, who tells us of a woman who, | 
being subject to frequent fits, at length | 
died of them at the age of thirty-three. | 
Upon dissection, three small stones were | 
found in the pericardium. They were | 
greenish, and the largest of them weighed | 
nearly two ounces. Burnet, in the Tresa- 
urus Medicinae Practice, relates that on 
opening the body of the Emperor Maxi- 
milian IT., three small stones, each of the 
size of a pea, were found inone of the 
ventricles of the heart. THe 
that Prince had often complained of vio- 
lent palpitation of that organ. In’ our | 
days Dr. Steinlein gas published a case | 
of asimilar description. A young man, 
‘who died at the age of twenty-cight of 
tuberculous meningitis, was dissected, 
and manifest teaces of an inflammation of 
the pericardium of long standing were 
discovered. In the cavity of the peri- 
cuardium an irregular oblong body of 
the shape of a bean was found, measur- 
ing twelve millimetres in length by nine 
in breadth and six in-depth. It was per- 
feetly free from all adherence, and con- 
sisted of a fibro-tendinous capsule, en- 
veloping a stony nucleus. The capsule 
was interspersed with calcareous grains, 
especiaily ia the vicinity of the nucleus. 
But in this case the heart presented an- 


other strange circumstance: im its mus- 
cular substance there lay imbedded a 
large thorn of prunus spinosa, its point 
protruding into the right auricle. This 
thorn had been swallowed fifteen months 
before with a slice of horse radish, and 
had first stuck in the throat, causing 
great pain in the precordial region. 
Was this the cause of the pericardite and 
of the formation of the stone? It is 
difficult to say. To these three curious 
cases Dr. Hartl, of Vienna, now adds a! 
fourth. He states tkat in one of the 
bodies brought to the dissecting-room he 
found a few weeks ago, a flat and per- 
fectly circular body of a diameter of 
upwards of two centimetres. It was sit- 
uated in the angle formed by the inferior 
pulmonary vein with the posterior of the 
left ventricle. It was of a yellowish-| « 
brown color, and of a thickness varying | 
between 6 and 12 millimetres. Under a 
a membraceous envelope it contained a 
bony nucleus composed of five round | 
divisions slightly adhering together. |

Everlasting flowers are wanted for 
winter bouquets; for Christmas wreaths, 
and for decoration generally, and at times 
there is a general call for them; they are 
easily raised, and everybody likes them. 
Why not then cultivate them?

ImmeNSE SALT Beds,—It is said that 
the salt mines of Nevada throw in the 
shade entirely all others known in the 
United States. One bed is reported to 
cover 15,930 acres, yielding 2,000,000,000 
tons annually of salt, 95 per cent. fine. 
No bottom to this salt bed has ever been 
discovered, As. deep as any work has 

ne, the bed is solid rock salt, and from 
a depth of thirty-five feet the salt water 
comes in 80 rapidly as to prevent work 
without efficient pumping arrangements. 
The salt water swells up to the surface 
and overflows the large floor, from which 
the fine white salt is continually gathered. 
The floor, several hundred acres in area, 
has been so well leveled that the water 
flows evenly over it, and this, by expos- 
ure to the atmosphere, is rapidly evapo- 
fated, leaving a stratum of fine white 
galt, This yield and production go on 
continually, and the more seed it is 
removed the better the quality of the salt.

Arlington House and Grounds—Burial Grounds of 
Soldiers —U. S. Conservatory — The Washington 
Monumont—The Wonders of the Capite!=Wash- 
ington and Its High Rents—Political Interest. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8, 1866. 


I visited yesterday the Arlington House, 
the confiscated property of Gen. Lee, on 
the Virginia heights opposite this city. 
Having been once the property of George 
Washington Parke Curtis, so nearly re- 
lated to the Father of his country, and 
within a pleasant ride of Mount Vernon, 
I was desirous of exploring the grounds 
and visiting the house. Many acres, per- 
haps fifteen or twenty of this princely es- 
tate, have been appropriated by govern- 
ment as burial places for the soldiers, 
many thousands of whom are interred 
here, the graves arranged in regular 
rows, row after row, and a plain white 


| head board at the grave of each, with the 


name, regiment, age, and place of living 
of the deceased. A number of inscrip- 
tions decorate the ground and awaken 
patriotic emotions. Here is one: 


“Now, 'neath their turf they rest, 

Far from the gory field; 

Borne to a Spartan mothor’s breast, 
On many a bloody shield ; 

The sunshine of their native sky 
Smiles sadly on them there; 

And kindred eyes and hearts watch by 
The soldiers’ sepulchre.”’ 


About 15,000 are buried here waiting 
the archangel’s trump to bid them rise. 
It is a beautiful spot for burial on such a 
gently declining hill.

THE APPLE Wor«M—The April num- 
ber of the Horticulturist, published in 
New York, has an interesting article on 
the apple orchard, and the cause of its 
deterioration of late years. It refers to 
the depredations of the apple worm, 
whose ravages are increasing, year by 
year, so that now a fully developed ap- 
ple is rarely found in the market. Dr, I, 
P. Trimble, entomologist to the State 
| Agricultural Socicty of New Jersey, has 
| recently published a book on this subject, 
}in which he proposes a cure for the evil, 
which he affirms, from actual experiment 
to be effective. ‘This is simply to invest 
| the body of the tree in the coils of a hay 
rope or band, passed four or five times 
around the tree, and so completely made 
and fastened as not to be easily detached. 
The author says: “These bands should 
be put on the trees as soon: as the fruit 
shows signs of the worms being at work, 
say from the middle to the last of June, 


They should be examined every two 
weeks, as long as the warm weather 


lasts, the earlier broods of worms becom- 
ing moths and preducing a second crop, 
In examining the trap or bay bands, all 
that is necessary is to slip it up the body

SALARIES OF TRACHERS.—“One of the

Where low views of education prevail, | 
the teacher is valned.af & Jow rate, and 
hie services are poorly paid. On the 
other hand, where elevated and erlanged

importance of securing to it the highest 
talent and accomplishments is practically 
acknowledged by providing the requisite 
|means for the attainment of the end | 


view. Measured by this standard, our 
progress as a State, it must be confessed, 
has not been so satisfactory as could be 
desired. By a comparison of statistics | 
|it appears thatin the course of twenty 
lyears the average wages of teachérs, 
| male and female, in this Commonwealth, 
| have been advanced nominally. about fifty 
| percent. If, in the meantime, the aver- | 
}age wealth of the State per capita had | 
remained stationery, and if the wages of 
| labor, in general, had not been raised. 
| this increase might justly be regarded as 
a gratifying proof of progress. But the 
| facts in the case will scarcely justify such 
aconclusion. Within the period named, 
such has been the increase in the yalua- 
tion that the ratio of taxable property to 
population has been doubled, so that In 
| reality the compensation of teachers has 
not Kept pace with our growth in mate- 
rial wealth. That the wages of labor, of 
every other description, whether skilled 
or unskilled, professional or industrial, 
have risen more than fifty per cent, does 
not admit of question. The wages of 
male teachers average fifty-four dollars 
and seventy-seven cents per month. 
| This rate does not exceed that paid to an 
ordinary journeyman mechanic, The six 
thousand two hundred and ninety-five fe- 
male teachers receive an average ot 
twenty-one dollars and eighty-two cents 
per month, It is more than probable 
that an equal number of females could be 
found in the State who are engaged in 
industrial ocenpations at a higher aver- 
age rate of wages,

Public Schools is to be elevated and im- 
proved, if they are to be kept up to the 
staniard of excellence required by dn ad- 
| Vancing civilization, affording competent 
instruction to every child, it is absolutely 
essential that the compensation of teach- 
ers should be raised in proportion to the 
general increase of wealth in the commu- 
inity. Teachers will correspond in their 
;character and qualifications to the de- | 
inands of public sentiment as expressed 
in the rate of salaries paid. The de- 
mand creates the supply. If there is a 
real demand for gifted men and women, 
qualified by their intelligence and moral 
power to do the great work of education 
as patriotism and religion would wish it 
done, such men and women will not only 
be liberally paid, but. they will receive 
other proofs of the consideration in which 
thes aco held, aod thus LNEY wilt tn 


enred and retained in the profession. 
But while so many paths to wealth and 
promotion are open, while talent is in- 
vited through so many broad avennes to 
emolument and distinction, it is unrea- 
sonable, it is preposterous, to expect that 
superior persons—and only sueh can be 
good teachers—ean, in sufficient numbers 
for the wants of the present time, be won 
to the arduous and responsible office of 
teaching without stronger inducements 
than have yet been offered.

hours thereafter,” This suit is brought to 
recover damages for the injuries thus re- 
ceived through the alleged negligence of 
the defendant corporation, The defence 
was a general denial—alleging thyut the 
deceased was upon the platform outside 
the car before it stopped, contrary to. the 
rules of the road, and thereby through 
his own fuult received the injuries which 
cansed his death. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
this case will be of importance, not only 
to the corporation bub to the passengers 
on the road, involving, as it does, the lia- 
bility of the road fog injuries caused in 
like manner.

11, Sec. 23 
and 46; 

“The Assessors shall in all cases require a person 
bringing in a list to make oath that the same ts true; 
which oath may be administered by either of the 
Assessors." 

“No person shall have an abatement unless he has 
tiled with the Assessors a list subscribed by him of 
his estate liable to taxation, and made oath that it is 
full and accurate aceording to his best knowledge 
and belief. When such list is not filed within the 
time specified by the Assessors tor bringing it in, no 
complaint from the Judgment of the Assessors shall 
be sustained by the County Commissioners, unless 
thev are satistied that there was good cause why 
such list was not seasonably brought in.” 

Also, an Act, approved April 18, 1865, as follows: 

“When the Assessors of a city or town have given 
notice to the inhabitants thereof to bring in true 
lists of all their polls anl estates, not exempt from 
taxation, in accordance with the provision» of the 
twenty-second section of the eleventh chapter of the 
General Statutes, they shall not afterwards abate 
any part of the tax assessed on personal estate to any 
person who did not bring in such list within the 
time specified therefor in such notice, unless sneh 
tax exceeds by more than titty per cenfum the 
amount which would have been assessed to that per- 
son on personal estate, if he hal seasonably brought 
in said list; andaf said tax exceeds by more than 
yer cenfum the said amount, the abatement 
shall be only of the excess of the above said fifty per 
cenfum,”

| tinued his journey, and a short time sub- 
sequently, information reached him that 
| Kinkel’s prison had been changed. He 
| was now incarcerated in Spandau, and 
placed under the pergpnal supervision of 
| the prison director, 

Late one night when the streets had 
become deserted, a post chaise, escorted 
| by a guard of four dragoons, drove rap- 
|idly through the town of Spandau, and 
{halted before the prison. An officer in 
the uniform of a Colonel of the Royal

was soon in the presence of the Director, 
into whose hands he placed a letter from 
the Minister of the Interior at Berlin, 
/and bearing the official seal. Receiving 
the packet with the respeet due to a com- 

munication from the King’s Minister, the 
| Director opened the important missive 

and read as follows: 

“A deep-laid plot has been organized 
jat Berlin, the object of which is to effect 
the forcible release of the convict Kinkel 
from the hands of the authorities. We 
are now watching the movements of the 
conspirators, and are preparing to arrest 
|them. In order, however, to prevent the 
| possibility of a surprise, the bearer of 
the present letter, Col. , is command- 
ed to take charge of your prisoner, whom 
he willimmediately conduct to the citadel 
of Magdebourg, and plage him in the 
hands of the Governor of that fortress.” 

Upon reading this ministerial injune- 
tion, the director of the Spandau prison 
at once had the unfortunate Kinkel 
awakened, caused him to be securely 
ironed and placed in the post chaise, 
which sect off on the road to Magdebourg, 
accompanied by the Colonel and the four 
dragoons, who rode with drawn sabres. 
All night long they travelled at rapid 
speed; fresh horses were instantly fur- 
nished at each relay, the Colonel’s de- 
mand being accompanied by the magical 
expression, “the King’s service.” The 
| unhappy prisoner, crouched in a corner 
lof the vehicle, cared not what might be 
his fate—Germany had forgotton him, 
and nothing could be worse than the noi- 
some dungeon at Spandau. Morning 
}came at last, a gray winter's dawn, and 
the carriage stopped. The Colonel him- 
self opened the door, and bade the pris- 
oner alight. Without a word, poor Kin- 
| kel obeyed, and found himself standing on 
| the sea-shore, a boat awaiting a few feet 
from the spot where he stood, and a ship, 
|} with the English flag at her masthead, 
lying-to within sight. The prisoner ut- 

tered a cry of mingled hope and despair. 

“Do you not know me, my dear old 
master?” sobbed the pseudo Colonel, 
tearing off his false moustache, and clasp-

friend and pupil, Carl Schurz, Let us 


embrace each other one more on Ger- 
man soil, and then, away for England!” 

Kinkel could not repsy, but burst into 
tears.

ward the vessel in the offing, which had 
now hoisted the German Republican flag, 
in token of recognition and welcome. as 
they reached the ship's side, Kinkel, pale 
and trembling, leaned upon Schurz’s 
shoulder, and murmured; “My wife, my 
children—-where are they?” 

He had time to say no more, for, in an- 
other moment, Mine, Kinkel was in her 
{husband’s arms, and his children were 

clinging upon his knees, 

“My mission is accomplished,” said 
} young Schurz, “Il had sworn, dear mas- 
| ter, to restore you to liberty and to your 
family. My duty is done,”

isuccess. Carl Schurz soon afterward 
parted from his old preceptor, and set out 
to seek his fortune in the promised land 
across the broad Atlantic, His career in 
the United States is well known. He 
had left in Germany an aged father, who 
longed to see again his favorite son; bat

The citizens of Woburn may well feel | 
proud of their Ptblic Schoolse From | 
the High, down through the Grammer, 
Intermediate and Primary, there is a de- 
gree of proficiency, at least, equal to that 
of any town in the State, and far superior 
to many. 

The Public Schools of Boston are con- 
sidered the best, taken as a whole, in this | 
country. Some of them, most certainly, | 
are “model s¢hdols,” bat I doubt if much. | 
or any, superiority over some of the 
schools of this town can be discovered, 
even there. Undoubtedly the Woburn | 
High School, under the able, efficient and | 
successful management of its present | 
principal, Mr. Thomas Emerson, ranks 
well with the English High and Latin 
The thoroughness | 
of instruction, clearness of explanation, 
minuteness in detail, indicate the compe- | 
tent and practical teacher; while the 
rapid thought, the ready answer, the | 
wide range of ideas, and originality of 
demonstration, point ont the scholar who 
has been taught “to think.” In omitting 
this important part of education, lies the 
great mistake found so frequently in 
the higher schools and colleges. The 
scholur is instructed in the thoughts and 
ideas of others, and when he leaves his 
teacher and steps out into the arena of) 
life, he has still that most difficult obsta- | 
cle to encounter and overcome, “to learn | 
to think for himself.” ‘The system of 
“Object Teaching” is beginning to devel- | 
op this idea, and proves how useful it) 
may be made, even in the lower schools.

The results obtained are not as satistac- 
tory as they would be if the schools 
were smaller, and the teacher had more 
tine for illustration and explanation, 
Several of the best teachers in Woburn 
ure feeling most sensibly the effects of 
this system, which requires more labor 
and endurance than they are able to 
bear. Would it not be beiter to increase 
the number of schools, thereby decreas- 
ing the number of pupils and rendering 
the lubors of the teacher less, while the 
aggregate good would be greatly in- 
creased? Would not the citizens of Wo- 
burn be the better for it ten or twenty 
years hence? It would make better men 
und women of the pupils of to-day. 

Itis not always the truest economy 
which saves the cent to-day, but thereby 
causes the loss of the dollar to-morrow. 
The diflerent schools should be so graded 
—the amount of work and study so care- 
fully laid out and so thoroughly taught, 
and studied, that scholars leaving one 
school and entering another of the same 
grade in the town, can go right on with 
their lessions without feeling a “break” 
in the change. The greatest benefits 
would arise from this system. There 
would be the most thorough uniformity, 
when the scholars advanced to the 
higher grades, the tasks of the succeed- 
ing teachers would be easier. By it, a 
very correct estimation of the ability of

are required to, For instance itis not 
probably. generally known, that the 
amount paid fora season ticket upon the 
railroad is allowed to be deducted from 
the taxable income as well as the amount 
paid for repairs and insurance on a house 
by the owner, It should also be known 
that a person may swear to his return 
betore any assistant assessor wherever 
locuted, and send the same by mail. It

Tae FINaNcraAL Paxtc ABROAD.— 


In ordinary times when our banks were 


paying apecie for their bills, the recent 
tidings of the commercial panic in Eng- 
land and France would have had & most 
disastrous influence upon this country, 
for England is the banking house of the 
world, and London its chief temple, Lat- 
er accounts speak of an improvement, 
and say that the panicis atan énd, but, 
of course, the heavy failures that have 
taken place, and the depression of stocks, 
will not fail of proving highly injurious. 
There has been a great deal of specula- 
tion which has brought this about, and 
no doubt the affairs of this country have 
had an evil influence. Vast amounts of 
gold have been sent from here to Eng- 
land since the news of the panic, and 
more will go forward, for we owe her 
for money and merchandise. Gold has 
accordingly rapidly and largely advanc- 
ed in value, and many kinds of merchan- 
dise have risen in price. The arrival of 
gold in England from America will not 
only dissipate the panic, but will create 
a reaction which will before long send 
gold back to us. 

The fact that the whole business world 
is connected with the capital in England, 
will make this panic influential in every 
part of the globe, but it is only one of 
those storms that periodically sweep over 
business circles, as a consequence of over- 
trading and speculation, and, like ‘the 
storms in the natural world, although 
the present results are disastrous, the 
commercial atmosphere is purified there- 
by, wholesome warnings are given, and 
the financial men take a new start, and 
caution for a while rules the hour. 

How soon a great storm will break 
upon the United States we do not know, 
but predictions of late have been fre- 
quent and loud, that an overthrow was

Six feet three inches in height, strong 
and active, with a form of grace and

In the sum- 
mer of 1812. war was declared with Eng- 
land, and Capt. Scott was promoted to 
the rank of Lieut. Col. in the second 
regiment of artillery, and was stationed 
at Black Rock, on the Niagara river. At 


the battle of Queenstown, which soon 
oceurred, Col. Seott distinguished him- 
self. ILe was taken prisoner and sent to 


Quebee, but was exchanged in 1813. In 
1814 he was made Brig. Gen., and fought 
the battle of Chippewa on the 5th day of 
July.. Twenty days later occurred the 
battle of Lundy’s Lane, in which Gen. 
Scott’s brigade bore the brunt of the 
contest for some time. The action was 
the most sanguinary and the best fought, 
on both sides, that had ever taken place 
in America. It was fought in the dark- 
ness and in the spray of the cataract and 
roar of Niagara. Scott was ever alter- 
wards called the hero of Lundy’s Lane, 


in reference to his gallant bearing on 
that occasion. He began the battle in 
advance of the main body, which soon 
came up under Brown.

country, under any circnuinstances, out of 
purely American materials. That is to 
without the introduction of foreign 
elements, no condition of things can be 
brought about here out of which cholera 
will or can spring. Dr. Sayre further 


j maintains that Asiatic cholera is genera- 


ted by specific conditions and influences 
Which cannot exist in this country, and 
without which it is impossible for the 
disease to germinate, and that, therefore, 
Asiatic cholera, pure and simple, cannot 
be introduced here. Consequently, a dis- 


tinction must be made between the Asi- 
afic and what may be called the Ameri- 
can cholera, the latter being of a some- 


what less virulent type than the former. 

In this country, aman, by improvident 
living, foul air, bad diet, or other causes, 
becomes fitted for the reeeption of the 
choleratic poison, which is communicated 
from abroad, and so gets the cholera.

FATAL RESULTS

PEAT Versus COAL—INTERESTING 
FActs.—Some facts were developed on 
the experimental railroad trip from this 
city to Springfield last Saturday, with 
peat for fuel on the locomotive, which 
ure worthy of the publie notice in view 
of their bearing on the swbjeet of our un- 
developed natural wealth, and important 


Without attempting full speed, the trip 
was made to Springfield im 46 minutes, 
including a stop of three minutes at 
Thomsonville, which-is five minutes’ bet- 
ter time than the regular express train 
makes, 

On the round trip 1,400 pounds of peat 
were used. The box contains between 
two and three tons, so bt will be seen that 
peat is by no means too bulky for long 
Tt is 
thus proved (and it-corroborates the re- 
sults of the previous trial), that, eompar- 
ed with coal, a trifle over one ton and a 
quarter of peat is equivalent, on a loco- 
motive, to a ton of coal. 

This ton of coal, however, costs the 
railroad folks, say, seven to eight dol- 
lars. Peat, on the contary, can be fur- 
nised in abundance at $1,50 per ton! 
The Hartford and New Haven Railroad 
Company have paid out, during the past 
year, over $100,000 for coal—using, per- 
haps, twelve thousand tons. They now 
own a peat bed’ in Berlitz, eontignoas the 
line of the railroad, and containing eighty 
acres of peat, of great depth, from which 
they can suppliy the machine shops and 
locomotives with peat at a saving ef more 
than seven-tenths ef the annual cost of 
coal. 

There was found to be but very little 
smoke fram the peat; what there was, 
was light, thin, and not offensive. Not 
one-tenth part of the smoke produced by 
wood; and what is still more important 


to the traveling publie—no einders. The 
whole substance burns to ashes. It was 


found to burn the freest and to give the 
greatest rate of speed when the furnace-~ 
full had burned away to about one-third 
full. 

It generated steam faster than either 
wood or coul—gaining so rapidly that 
the furnace had 1 be throwi*open; and 
the last six miles of the return trip was 
made without using a particle of fuel. 

If the abundant peat beds of this and 
adjoining States are not surface peat—if 
they are deep enough to insure an abun- 
dant supply of the article—the question, 
we think, has already been partially set- 
tled, that the use of peat for fuel will, 
ere many years, become: sufficiently gen-

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AGRICULTURE OF THE CouNTRY.— 
The late warm weather has had a magi- 
cal effect on vegetation, causing the gar- 
dens and fields to advance with great 
rapidity. Rains have well watered the 
earth, and now the mighty agent, heat, is 
at work like a steam engine to start na- 
ture, The canker-worm pests have 
closed their ravages for the season, and 
we may thank the cool and dull weather 
which has prevailed, for checking them 
in their destructive work, for scarcely 
any pains seem to have been taken'by 
owners of orchards to extirpate this 
great nuisance. Hay must prove an 
abundant crop this year, and all accounts 
agree that apples and other fruits will be 
very plenty. Strawberries, it is said, are 
doing finely. The agticulture of the 
country this year will present statistics 
of an astounding character in the vast 
quantities produced. We are happily at 
peace, a condition highly favorable to 
earth's cultivation, and the great army of 
negroes, cultivators of the soil, is send- 
ing laborers to all parts of the country, 
North, West and East, although mainly 
engaged in tilling the farms of the South. 
Immigration from abroad is furnishing 
strong arms to hold the plough and drive 
the teams. 

In all probability the manufacture of 
beet sugar will before long be an impor- 
tant business in this country. ‘The pro- 
tection now afforded by the heavy duties 
on sugar, will be amply sufficient to make 
it a profitable business. The rise and 
progress of the sugar trade in France, is 
highly encouraging to us. In 1813, the 
amount of sugar made in that country 
was 7,340,000 pounds; in 1858, 277,760,- 
000, and in 1865, 534,130,849. The rev- 
enue derived in France from the internal 
taxes on beet-sugar, is about $7,440,000. 
Maple sugar among us, is every year 
increasing as an article of manufacture. 

We were not aware until lately of the 
number and value of sheep killed by 
dogs. From the monthly report of the 
national department of agriculture, we 
learn by authentic statement, that for six 
years from 1858 to 1863, the State of 
Ohio lost 235,790 sheep, being an annual 
average of 20,333. Total value $704,758, | 
and annual average $117,459. It is not | 
to be supposed that there is a less num- 
ber of sheep killed and wounded in other 
States, in the proportion of sheep kept. 
The annual average of sheep kept in 
Ohio, for six successive years ending in 
1863, was 3,936,812. The whole number 


of sheep in twenty-two States, is 32,695,- 
797, which in the average for Ohio,would 
make the loss $975,514. The dogs then 
destroy and injure nearly a million dol- 
lars’ worth of sheep annually. It is well 
known thatsheep raising has been very 
much interfered with by dogs in Massa- 
chusetts, and that a tax upon dogs by 
our Legislature has been a great protec- 
tion, and itis now proposed to have a 
national dog tax to do something to 
remedy the evil. 

The fearful ravages of the rinderpest 
or cattle plague in Great Britain and 
other countries of Europe, has excited | 
alarm in this country, but thus far we 
have been in a great measure saved from 
this calamity—great, indeed, should it | 
spread over our State and extend to the | 
nation. When it made its appearance 


among us a few years ago, prompt and 
wise legislation checked it, and no new 
case has been reported during the last 
six or eight months. The whole amount 
expended by our State to eradicate and 
prevent its extension, has been about 
$150,000. Seven weeks of decisive action 
in Great Britain, on the principle of cor- 
don. or isolation, which was resorted to 
after ineffectually trying the curing pro- 
cess, has been attended with the most 
favorable results. The London Times 
states. that’ the disease was immediately 
arrested’ by the measures adopted, the 
last report showing only one-sixth of the 
number of cases reported seyen weeks 
before, and similar results have been ex- 
perienced in Germany. 

We are falling short in the cultivation 
of wheat of a fine quality, and the price 
of flour has risen to an alarming amount. 
The recent shipments of French flour for 
the United States, via Liverpool, have 
shown what seemed, to be incredible, that 
both France and Htigland may yet be 
exporting countries. The deficit inqual- 
ity aud'quantity of wheat in the United 
States, reported in August, 1865, was 
26,241,688 bushels, anduinm the report for 
October, it was mentioned,’ that. the defi- 
cit in quality was greater than in quan- 
tity, and time has shown these reports to 
‘be correct, It is to be hoped that the 
crops of the present year will greatly 
exceed, both in quantity and quality, 
those of last year, and thus reduce the 
excessive prices of the present period. 

The war in Europe, which seems now 
te be inevitable, will increase greatly the 
demand abroad tor our breadstuils and 
provisions.

TRADE WITH British NortTH AMER- | 
1cA.—The value of the commercial re-| 
lations between the United States and 
British North America is most admira- 
bly stated ina report from the special | 
agent of the treasury, recently presented | 
to Congress. From a_ beginning we 
stand next to Great Britian in competi- | 
tion for the trade of Canada. In 1865) 
the aggregate business between the| 
North American provinces and_ the) 
mother country amounted to $225,709,-) 
263; that of the United States $69,150,- | 
602. The external trade 0” the United 
States consisted of $339,786,220 exports, 
and $234,434,167 imports, an aggregate 
of $574,502,387. The tonnage of vessels | 
clearing from American ports during the 
year, for ports of British America, was 
531,752 tons. The total, 6,714,845 tons, 
exceeds the tonnage of vessels employed 
in trade with any other country. Of the 
clearances for British America, 1,750,548 
tons were of American vessels and 1,787,- 
204 were of Canadian and other foreign 
vessels. Of the whole trade of Canada 
in 1854, a valuation of thirty-four per 
cent, was with the United States. In 
1864, ten years afterward, the percent- 
age had risen to forty-eight. This was 
owing to the reciprocity treaty, which 
had stimulated trade and put it upon 
such a footing with the United States as 
to induce Canadian traders to push the 
whole yolumes of commerce and busi- 
ness in this direction.

He was appointed into the regular ser- 
vice in 1813, the same year was made a 
brigadier general, placed in command at, 
Detroit, and appointed Governor of 
Michigan. For a number of years sub- 
sequently, he was engaged in extensive 
and successful negotiations with the In- 
dians. In 1831 he was appointed Secre- 
tary of War by by General Jackson, fil- 
ling that post until 1836, when he ac- 
cepted that of minister to France. Here 
he distinguished himself by his effort to 
defeat the “Quintuple Treaty,” resigning 
at the close of 1842. In 1844 the two- 
third rule defeated his nomination as the 
Democratic candidate for the Presiden- 
cy, a majority having voted for him. He 
took his seat as U. S. Senator from the 
State of Michigan in 1845, resigned in 
1848, on receiving the Presidential nomi- 
nation; on his defeat was re-elected to 
the Senate for his unexpired term, and 
a second term; and finally closed his ac- 
tive and useful public life as Mr. Bu- 
chanan’s Secretary of State.

It is} 
one of the strangest scenes in the history | 
of mankind, this pending European quar; | 
rel, in which men by thousands are to be | 
sacrificed, and the fortunes of all civiliz- 
ed nations shaken, for the nominal rea- 
son that two Prussian and Austrian fam- 
lies are disputing about a little-duchy 
with a port on the Baltic Sea, which they 
united to steal from Denmark.

What flummery! Look at the Cana- 
dian lords! There sits the only real lord 
upon the scarlet throne. By his side 
stands the sergeant-at-arms, holding up 
the great golden mace—a magnificent 
bauble, five feet long and big enough for 
a beetle—the emblem of royal authority. 
On either hand of my lord stand the min- 
isters, in gold embroidered blue coats, 
| wearing swords. The secretary of the 

| House is noticeable for his whiskers, put- 
| ting you in mind of a lion’s mane. -Fhe 
| chaplain appears in white bands, Episco- 
| pal robe and a red scarf tied about his 
neck and hanging down his back. More 
| conspicuous than these is the speaker, 
wearing a three-cornered cocked hat, as 
if having come down from a “former 
generation.” The honorable members 
sit with their hats on or off, as may suit 
| their inclination, The Vicar General of 
the Catholic church, in long black robes, 
and a clergyman of the English church, 
have seats on the floor as repregentives 
of the two recognized religions of the 
| provinces. The French consul, with de- 
corations of honor upon his breast, sits in 
complacent dignity beside the Mayor of 
Toronto, who wears a huge gold chain 
as the emblem of his office. The little, 
|round, bustling, bullet-headed  door- 
keeper, wearing a court dress, a white 
necktie, swallow-tailed coat with brass 
plate on his breast, evidently feels the res- 
ponsibility resting upon him, and throws 
open the door with supreme dignity.

Half way down the hall 
he bows again and flourishes his black 
rod, tipped with gold. He is the usher 
of the black rod.

Regulations issued by the Board 
of Health of the Town of 


WOBURN, JuNE 15, 1866. 


It is the belief of the Board of Health of this 
town, that a great amount of good may be done by 
the timely and energetic abatement of all nuisances. 
In view of this fact they hereby issue the following 
regulations; 


Ordered, That all putrid or decaying animal or } 


June, from all cellars and out-houses, and that such 
matter be deposited at least ten rods from any high- 
way in this town. 

Ordered, That all Tanneries, Glue Factories, or 
other manufictories from which arise offensive odors, | 
be kept clean, and that means be provided by their 
preprictors for receiving the deposits of filth that | 
fluw from them, 

Ordered, That all slaughter houses be kept clean, 
and that the offal be removed from them daily. 

Ordered, That no wagon, in which night soil, 
hides, putrid meat, bones, or offal, in such condition 
as to emit offensive effluvia, are conveyed through 
public streets, be allowed to stop more than five 
minutes at any place, except at the p'ace or places | 
where the load is received or deposited. 

Ordered, That no privy-vaults be opened, after | 


purpose of disinfection. 
Ordered, That these Regulations remain in force | 


The inhabitants of this town are earnestly recom- 
mended to keep their houses, collars, stables, shops, 
hog-pens, and yards clean, and to remove, and to 
avoid the accumulation of filth about their premises, 


Also, to whitewash their cellars, outhouses, fences, 
and stables, where it can be done. 


Also, to purify, as much as possible, all drains and 
cess-pools about their premises. 


To use for thesé purposes such disinfectants as are | 
necessary, and if unable to procure them, to apply | 
to the town for the same. | 

Fxtract from the Revised Statutes of Mass. Chap. 
26, Section & Tho Board, or the Health Officer, 
shall order the owner, or occupant, at his own ex- | 
pense to remove any nuisance, source of filth, or 
cause of sickness, found on private property, with- 
in twenty-four hours, or snot other time as it dcems | 
reasonable, after notice served as provided in the 
following section; and if the owner or occupant 
neglects so to do, he shall forfeit a sum, not exceed- 


| ing twenty dollars, for every day during which he 


knowingly permits such nuisance or cause of sick- 
ness to remain after the time prescribed for the re- | 
moval thereof. 

Section 9. Such order shall be made in writing, 
and served by any person competent to serve a no- | 
tice in civil suit, personally on the owner, occupant, | 
or his authorized agent; or a copy of the order may 
usual place of abode of 
the owner, occupant, or agent, if he is known and 
within the State. Butif the premises are unoccu- 
pied, and the residence of the owner, or agent is 
unknown, or without the State, the notice may be 
served by posting the same on the premises, and 
advertising in one or more public newspapers, in 
such manner, and for such length of time, as the 
Board of Health officer may direct. 


Section 10. If the owner or occupant fails to com- 
ply with such order, the Board may cause the nui- 
sance, source of filth, or cause of sickness to be re- 
moved, and all expenses incurred thereby shall be | 
paid by the owner, occupant, or other person who 
caused or permitted the same, if he has had actual 
notice from the Board of Health of the existence 
thereof. 

Section 47. When a householder knews, that a 
person within his family is taken sick of small pox, 
or any other disease, dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately ee notice thereof to the Se- 
lectmen, or Board of Health of the town in which he 
dwells. Ifhe refuses, or neglects to give such notice, 
he shall forfeita sum not exceeding one hundred 


dollars.

STRIKING INCIDENT.—It was a warm 
autumnal day, when the barque “Un- 
dine” left the port of Boston for the 
West Indies. There were those on board 
who were making their first voyage. 
The captain had his young wife with him; 
and her brother. They had left behind a 
large circle of loving friends; and as they 
passed out of the harbor, they stood on 
deck, looking wistfully towards the shores 
fast receding from their view. As they 
at length lost sight of their pleasant, 
suburban home, these lines of Montgom- 
ery fitly expressed the emotions of their 
hearts :— t 


“There is a spot of earth supsemely blest; 

A dearer, sweeter land than all the rest. 

Oh, thou shalt find, howe’er thy footsteps roam, 
That land thy country, and that spot thy home!” 


Nine days of delightful weather fol- 
lowed. A storm then arose of consider- 
able violence; but the good barque weath- 
ered: it, and they kept on their way pros- 
perously till, in due time, they came in 
sight of the place of their destination 
the land of the palm and the cocoanut, 
the cactus and fuchsia, of tropical beauty 
and abundance. But they here encoun- 
tered a fearful hurricaue, the most dis- 
tructive that had been known for thirty 
years.

For 40 consecutive hours he stood on 
deck, day and night, while the hurricane

THE Fastest STEAMER IN THE 
Woritp. The Egyptian paddle-wheel 
steam-yacht Mahroussa, Captain Fred- 
rigo Bey, built under the superintend- 
ence of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company, by Messrs, Samuda Brothers, 
of London, for the Viceroy of Egypt, 
arrived here on the 12th inst., having per- 
| formed the voyage from Southampton in 
the unprecedented short time of 157 
hours. When under full steam she con- 
sumes seven tons of coal an hour, and is, 
without exception, the fastest vessel | 
afloat, At the measured mile in Stokes | 
Bay her.average speed was upwards of 
| 18 4-10 knots an hour, which is equal to} 
about 20 1-2 statute miles. After re-| 
| plenishing fuel she proceeded on the 16th | 
| for Constantinople, to meet the Viceroy, 
who, it is reported, intends paying a vis- 
| it to England in her this summer. This 
splendid vessel is 1,800 tons, and is fit- 
ted with machinery of 8C0 horsse-power. 
Her interior fittings are of extraordinary 
magnificence. Her cost is said to have 
been £166,000.—-Malta Times, May 17th.

THE COAL-FIELDS OF WALES.—It is 
stated that that Welsh coal-field has 


| been tapped at various parts by mines, 


and there can be no doubt that a first- 
class layer of steam coal exists there, 
twenty miles in superficial area, with an 


average thickness of 30 feet. Every | 


cubic yard of this vast field contains a 
ton of coals. About 150 million tons 
have been extracted, and the annual ex- 
tract at the present time is about eight 
million tons. At this rate the coal-field 
will last upwards of$13,000 years. The 
North of England’eoal-field, which has 
been worked for nearly 2,000 years, and 
shows no signs of exhaustion is not to be 
compared with.the Welsh field in point 
of magnitude. The latter has not been 
known more than 30 years.

Regulations issued by the Board 
of Health of the Town of 
Woburn: 


WOBURN, JuNr 15, 1866. 


It is the beliof of the Board of Health of this 
town, that a great amount of good may be dono by 
the timely and energetic abatement of all nuisances. 
In view of this fact they hereby issue the following 
regulations: 


Ordered, That all putrid or decaying animal or 
vegetable matter be removed on or before the 25th of 
June, from all cellars and out-houses, and that such 
matter be deposited at least ten rods from any high- 
way in this town. 

Ordered, That all Tanneries, Glue Factories, or 
other manufactories from which arise offensive odors, 
be kept clean, and that means be provided by their 
proprietors for receiving the deposits of filth that 
fluw from them, 

Ordered, That all slaughter houses be kept clean, 
and that the offal be removed from them daily. 

Ordered, That no wagon, in which night soil, 
hides, putrid meat, bones, or offal, in such condition 
as to emit offensive effluvia, are cenveyed through 
public streets, be allowed to stop more than five 
minutes at any place, except at the place or places 
where the load is received or deposited. 

Ordered, That no privy-vaults be opened, after 
the present month, until October 15, except for the 
purpose of disinfection. 


Ordered, That these Regulations romain in force 
four months from date. 


The inhabitants of this town are earnestly recomi- 
mended to keep their houses, cellars, stables, shops, 
hog-pens, and yards clean, and to remove, ‘and to 
avoid the accumulation of Alth about their preinises. 


Also, to whitewash their cellars, outhouses, fences, 
and stables, where it can be done. 


Also, to purify, as much as possible, all drains and 
cess- pools about their premises. 


To use for these purposes such disinfectants as are 
necessary, and if unable to procure them, to apply 
to the town for the same. 


Fxtract from the Revised Statutes of Mass. Chap. 
fo, section 8, The Board, or the Health Officer, 
shall order the owner, or occupant, at his own ex- 
pense to remove any nuisance, source of filth, or 
cause of sickness, found on private property, with- 
in twenty-four hours, or such other time as it deems 
reasonable, after notice served as provided in the 
following section; and if the owner or occupant 
neglects soto do, he shallforfeit a sum, not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars, for every day during which he 
knowingly permits such nuisance or cause of sick- 
ness to remain after the time prescribed for the re- 
moval thereof. 


Section 9. Such order shall be made in writing, 
and served by any person competent to serve a no- 
tice in civil suit, personally'un the owner, occupant, 
or his anthorized agent; or acopy of the order may 
be left at the last, and usoal: ylace of abode of 
the owner, occupant, or agent, if he is known and 
within the State. But if the premises are unoccu- 
pied, and the residence of the owner, or agent is 
unknown, or without the State, the notice may be 
served by posting the same on the premises, and 
advertising in one or more public newspapers, in 
such manner, and for such length of time, as the 
Board of Health officer may direct. 


Section 10. If the owner or occupant fails to com- 
ply with such order, the Board may cause the nui- 
sance, source of filth, or cause of sickness to be re- 
moved, and all expenses incurred thereby shall be 
paid by the owner, occupant, or other person who 
caused or permitted the same, if he has had actual 
notice from the Board of Health of the existence 
thereof, 

Section 47. When a householder knows, that a 
person within his family is taken sick of small pox, 
or any other disease, dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Se- 
lectmen, or Board of Health of the town in which he 
dwells. Ifhe refuses, or neglects to give such notice, 
he shall forfeita sum net exceeding one hundred
